Gina Nichols says 
gymnastics officials 
hushed complaints

The sexual-abuse scandal that 
involved former Olympic gymnas- 
tics team doctor Larry Nassar and 
has reverberated across the Ameri- 
can sports scene is not over, the 
mother of a former USA Gymnastics 
gymnast said Thursday. 

Gina Nichols, the mother of gym- 
nast Maggie Nichols, said dozens of 
people knew of Nassar’s “heinous” 
crimes and should go to prison for 
trying to cover them up. 

Nassar, 54, on Wednesday was 
sentenced in Michigan to 40 to 175 
years in prison after a seven-day 
hearing in which more than 150 
women and girls offered statements 
about being abused by Nassar. 

“Tt is really satisfying to see he got 
175 years, but that’s just the begin- 
ning here,’ Gina Nichols said 
Thursday. “We’ve got so many peo- 
ple who are going to end up in pris- 
on because they allowed this to hap- 
pen. They told us to ‘Shut up.’ They 
told us they told law enforcement. 
They lied to us.” 

Maggie Nichols has filed a lawsuit 
against USA Gymnastics, the U.S. 
Olympic Committee and Michigan 
State University, where Nassar 
served as team physician. 

Maggie Nichols, 20, grew up in Lit- 
tle Canada and began doing gym- 
nastics when she was 3. By the time 
she was 13, she was training five to 
six hours a day, six days a week at 
Twin City Twisters in Champlin.
